Her Imperial Majesty also mentioned tho notorious, unprovoked, perfidious, un- 
just, repulsive, repugnant, silly, horriblo ; avrfui, and thoroughly reprehensible 
Gorman invasion of the .rovinco of Tyrol* "?c it known to the Kaiser that if he 
persists in his folly, it will mean war, long and horrible. Our father tho Pope 
will most assuredly excommunicato him for sjuch nakod aggression J" The crowd, 
gasped* Hor Imperial Majesty announcod that peace with Russia has boon achieved, 
and that tho war in tho Balkans., was almost o-v?cr 0 "Wo shall not stand to soo ano- 
ther foot of Russian soil taker, by other powers; " she declared. The crowd, an- 
gered almost beyond boliof by Her Majosty-s denunciation of CkDrmany's betrayal - 
especially after Austria's valiant troops had helped to save Germany frcm Pussian 
conquest - attacked Baron TV.balard von Schlochtonbaden, tho Gorman Ambassador. 
Palace guards, however, managed to oxtriiato His Excellency from tho rail as ho 
was being escorted out of town, and helped scrape the tar off. Baron von Schlecht- 
enbaden is currently in protective custody at an unknown location

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ON THE H.-AY OF POSTAL DIPLOMACY 

by AUan B a Calhamor . 

In postal Diplomacy, there is no time for discussions back and forth between 
two parties; consequently, when an offer of alliance is sent, possible objections 
to it and questions about it should be anticipated and answered beforehand. 

Gver-t he-board play shows that even alliances which are genuinely good for 
both poxties are frequently questioned by the offerees Frequently ho 1) wont's to 
' know the exact variations visualized by the offerer and 2) wants to knew what tho 
alliance will do at very long range, that is, after they have knocked out their 
first Great Power target. Thus enough exact variations should bo included to give 
tho othor playor somo feeling of security that you won*t attack hin, that you have 
a real intention of attacking the nemod enemy.- and that tho two of you have tho 
capability to defuat tho named on^my<, The long range request is probably not a 
reasonable roqucst, but nevertheless it is a frequent request, so some reasonable 
long range plan should be included; if there is one, 

Tho result of all this is quito a lot of work on tho first move. Later, how-* 
over, tho simplest notes serve to hold alliancos together^ Onlv occasionally is 
it noccssary to write something lengthy, to a single player later in tho game' 
(when you i 7 ant him to make a major change of policy and have a roasonabl . caso for 
it in terms of mutual interest) 0

34523; I have boon fol- 
lowing the various suggested rating systems with interest© Since I do not sub- 
scribe to all tho Diplomacy publications currently floating aroundo. .perhaps same 1 
one has already proposed the following system* If such is tho case, my apologies. 

My idea is really quite simple w Just take a player -s center-year total for 
all games and divide by the total number of years those games ran* This merely 
goes one step further than the suggestions of As Swonson, Bob Whalen, James Gold- 
man, and James Latimer who 'have all suggested dividing the ccntor-year total by 
tho number of games played. Their point was that a mere contcr-yoar total was in- 
adequate because it gave such undue advantage to players entered in large numbers 
of games , and as such measured not ability, but superior endurance in the face of 
writer -s crampo Tho improvement my suggestion makes is 1) to make it possible to 
rate gomes still in progress, and 2) to reduce the size of the rating "number" to 
a point where it becomes more meaningful© To illustrate this second point: it is 
.much clearer to say that Earl Thompson averagod control of 2 C 1 supply centers/ 
year (as France in 19651) than it is to merely say that ho had a center-year 
total of 21 0

About the problem of rating pcoplo who quit in mid-gome: Sup- 
pose the player for France is being clobbered and quits Q A replace- 
ment takes over and is finally eliminatod 0 I say assign the coun- 
try^ score to the original player, just as though he had played the 
game out to conclusion. However, there should be these options: 
the replacement player has the choice of having the whole or par- 
tial credit for that game going on his rating* Also, if a player 1 
is winning, and is forced to resign for good reason, both ho and the replacement 
should receive credit for the entire game P 

One last word s my system would encourage players to play to the bitter end, 
rather than just leave their pieces standing, since, though there would bo no 
chance of winning, they would want to proservo their ratings. Also, replacement 
players, who are actually performing a courtesy, would not be penalized for the 
blunders of the former owner of a country* 

Before I make this thing sound too good, however, I should point out one dis- 
advantages players who are winning a gome could conspire to increase the length of 
*hc gome, and thus improve their ratings 0 Anyone have any ideas on how to provont 
this?
